The lowest is said to be three cents. 

A Napoleon of crime has repeated the 
old proverb, complaining that some men 
auoted their honor too high, else his 
plans for acquiring great power would 
have worked out successfully. 

It is hard on Napoleons when men 
“come high,” but it is good for the world 
in which you and I and our mothers, 
sweethearts, wives and children have to 
live. ' 

The difficulties in the way of getting 
men’s honor at a discount and realiz- 
ing on it at forced sale are happily pre- 
sented in a story concerning the opera- 
tions of a man unique among captains 
of industry, which will be told for the 
first time in the next Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch.

OMAHA, Neb., April 27.—A cyclone swept 
over part of Iowa in the region of Onawa 
about 10 o'clock last night. A child was 
killed and five persone, so far, are r- 
ported fatally injured. 

The house of George Ferrin, three miles 
from Ute, was totally demolished and the 
contents scattered. 

Mr. Ferrin’s 10-year-old child wa® in- 
stantly killed and Mr. and Mrs. Ferrin and 
five daughters are not expected to live. 

A great deal of damage was done to prop- 
erty, but it is not known whether any 
more lives were lost or not. 

The track of the storm was about one- 
foyrth of a mile wide, and nearly every 
house caught in the stofm was destroyed 
or damaged. .

Lena Horn Sought Solace in a 
Dose of Poison. 


AT WOMAN'S TRAINING SCHOOL. 


IT IS BELIEVED SHE CANNOT 
SURVIVE. 


She Attempted Suicide Because She 
Could Not Graduate to Become 
a Domestic Ser- 
vant. 


Because she failed to receive a diploma 
pronouncing her a competent house serv- 
ant, Lena Horn, a comely girl of 19, made 
an attempt at self-destruction in her room 
at the Woman’s Training School, 1728 Lo- 
cust street, Thursday morning, which may 
result In her death before the day is over. 

She foight so desperately against life, 
after it was discovered she nad swallowed 
poisoned, that no persuasion could induce 
her to take an antidote while awaiting the 
arrival of physicians and the ambulance. 

Two sympathizing teachers from the 
training school went with her in the ambu- 
lance. Lena struck them and oried out 
against being saved. At the City Hospital, 
where she was taken, the attendants were 
compelled to exert physical force over her 
to enable them to use the stomach syphon. 

This is che girl’s second attempt at sul- 
cide in St. Loutis within two years. 
She was once dragged 
river just in time to 
life. She has been a patient in the observa- 
tion ward at the City Hospital and it is 
belleved by the physicians of that inetitu- 
tion that she wes sent from there to the 
Insane Asylum some years ago. 

Lena has been a pupi! at the Women's 
Training School about four months. 

Mrs. Alice Smith, the superintendent, re- 
garded her as a fairly intelligent girl, but 
one given to despondency and spelis of 
gloominess. Lena was being instructed in 
the duties of a hougegirl. 

The other girls in her class graduated 
Wednesday and received diplomas. Lena 
was not considered competent and received 
no diploma. e*appeared greatly dejected 
after learning Df her fallure. 

Thursday morning about 8 o'clock she 
went toa neighboring drug store and pur- 
chased a package of Paris green. 

She returned to her room at the school, 
swallowed a quantity of the poison, un- 
dressed and laid down on her bed. Other 
pupils found her and divined what she had 
done. If Lena recovers it will be because 
she took too great a —— of the poison. 

The girl's parents live in Germany. She 
has an aunt named Horn living somewhere 
on King’s highway whose exact address is 
not known at the training school.

- For six months she has roamed the coun- 
try, visiting all important cities between 
the Atlantic Ocean afid the Father of Wa- 
ters, and working at various things, from 
office boy to laborer in glass works. And 


this, too, in male attire, a garb she had 
not donned until six months ago. Though 
the persons she worked for and with never 
once suspected her séx, as soon as a St. 
Louis policeman saw her he penetrated her 
excellent disguise and took her to the Four 
Courts and gave her into the keeping of 
Matron Kintzing, where she will remain 
until sent to the police court. 

Im the ¢ix months Mary has worn boys’ 
clothes she has become accustomed to them 
and she has lost that awkwardness and 
éelf-consciousness that femininity evinces 
when it adopts masculine garb.

Mr. Dediemar lives on the third floor of 
1413 Cass avenue. He went to bed early 
Wednesday night, burt he couldn’t sleep be- 
cause his eyes hurt him. At 1 o’clock he 
got out of bed and went out on the back 
porch to bathe his aching optics. AH the 
noise on the block he was making himself 
so when he heard a door open he looke 
up to see what it was.

Henry Dwbard and. William Hutchinson, 
young men living at 4108 Lexington avenue, 
which is immediately across an alley from 
the scene of the fire, were arrested after 
the second blaze by Officers Britton and 
Danbridge, but were released after mak- 
ing a statement. The officers who made 
this arrest have been assigned to discover 
the incendiary. 

The house contains 12 rooms, six on each 
side, with a hall between the two sets of 
apartments. One side of the house is en- 
tirely vacant. The other side is used by 
Emma Brown.who has two rcoms, scantily 
furnished. Among other things she has a 
gasoline stove in the house. Emma was 
away from home attending a sick person. 

The first fire was discovered about 1 a. 
m., by Dubard and Hutchinson. They 
turned in an alarm. When the fire depart- 
ment arrived the flames were confined to the 
interior of one of the rooms occupied by 
Emma Brown. The fireenen forced an en- 
trance and extinguished the blaze with 
chemicals.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—If Aguinaldo’s 
army is not crushed or captured within a 
few days the President will likely call into 
service the 35,000 provided for by Congress, 
and send every regular than can be spared 
from this country to the Philippines. 

When the regiments under moving orders 
reach the Philippines, Gen. Otis will have 
24,000 regulars. After a careful survey of 
the necessities elaewhere the President is 
satieafied that 6000 more regulars can be 
spared for the archipelago. The distribu- 
tion of the army will then be about as fol- 
lows: 

In the Philippines, 30,000; in Cuba, 15,000; 
fn Porto Rico, 3000; in the United States, 
17,000.

CONGRESS WILL SETTLE STATUS 
OF FILIPINOS. 


Praise for the Colonial Scheme of 
Great Britain With the Declara- 
tion That Grant Was 
an Imperialist. 


GALPNA, Ill., April 27.—Charies Emory 
Smith, Postmaster-General, editor and dip- 
lomat, is the orator at the Grant birthday 
memorial exercises here to-day. In an in- 
terview Mr. Smith said: 

“This nation does not need an alliance, 


olitical, commercial or military, with any 

oreign power that exists. I believe that 
the American people themselves feel this; 
feel that we are able to stand alone and 
pepe with any problem that confronts us. 
I lieve in that. 

“Curlously enough, in one of the almost 
last things that Grant wrote before his 
death, he dwelis on this point and states 
that through all time England and this 
country ehould be natural agliies and 
friends, and then he refers to England's 
colon policy, and dwells at length on ifs 
superb colonial system. At the time we 

ossessed no colonies, so that it looks as 

f he almost divined what the future was 
to bring forth for us. 

“We will maintain a form of government 
in Cuba until the people of that island can 

e to the world a stable, permanent, 
strong government of their own. 

“Ae to the Filipinos, the United States is 
fighting them now to secure peace. That is 
the only peter of the present campaign. As 
to what will be done with them afterward, 
the American people will settle that uqes- 
tion themselves. They will decide what 
shall be done with the islands, and the 
executive legisiative branches of the Gov- 
ernment will follow the behests of the peo- 
ple. Our troops are acting ,with remark- 
able géeliantry there at the present time. 

“Are we going to ald England in China?” 

“Not than I know of. The United States 
has trade interests there ana these will 
be protected but beyond that I do not ex- 

ct that we will have any extraordinary 
nterest in China's troubles. 

ing of colonies I might say that 
we have colonies now—Porto Rico and Ha- 
wail, and others which some of us believe 
may come to us to stay for all time, True 
we did not seek them; they were force 
upon us by events, but they are there, and 
it might seem that a definite colonial policy 
Was to be expected in the future. The 
American people will have to settle that 
themselves, though, and will unquestion- 
ably when the proper time comes for settle- 
ments to be made. 

“The United States has taken a certain 
position before the whole world, and is bi 
enough to maintain it of its own free will.

HAS SCOTT GONE 


His Disappearance a Mystery 
in a Kentucky Town. 


HE LEFT HOME ON APRL 5. 


STARTED FOR LOUISVILLE AND 
HAS NOT BEEN SEEN SINCE. 


Missing Man Came to Bowling Groen 
to Experiment in Tobaco Raising 
and Shortly Married a 
Wealthy Woman. 


BOWLING GRBEEN, Ky., April 27.—J. 
Howard Scott, who six months ago married 
the handsome and wealthy widow of the 
late Moses Gott of Butler County, is miss- 
ing, and his wife has received no tidings of 
him or message from him since he bade 
her affectionate farewell on the morning of 
April 5. Mr. Scott stated that he was going 
to Louisville to arrange some business mat- 
ter and would return the following day, but 


if something should come up to occasion 
delay he would wire her the next afternoon. 
He did not return as expected, nor has a 
word or trace of him come to the ears of 
friends in this city. Mrs. Scott says she 
has looked at the matter in every concelva- 
ble way and that she was as far from a 
solution of it as she was the very first day 
that he was missing. While Mrs. Scott 
feels that there may have been foul play 
and that her husband may have been mur- 
dered or in some way foully dealt with, 
not very much stress is placed on fhis the- 
ory. Not an unkind word had come be- 
tween them, she said; there had been no 
unpleasantness of any kind, and for the six 
months of their married life he had been, 
so far as she could see, al! that an affec- 
tionate and tender husband could be. 


J. Howard Scott landed in th's county in 
the early part of last year. He said that 
he had been in Cuba for several! years en- 
gaged in raising Cuban tobaccos and that 
his business here was to experiment with 
& number of varieties of Cuban tobaccos 
On Kentucky soil. If the experiments 
proved successful, as he believed they 
would, a company or companies would be 
formed and the raising of tobacco engaged 
in upon a large scale. He was of pleasant 
address, good manners, apparently well- 
bred and trustworthy in every particular. 
Time went on. a farm was leased, parts of 
which were divided up and planted in a 
number of different kinds of tobacco. The 
plants grew well and in the fall seemed to 
pew tnat the experiments were satiefac- 

Mr. Scott then wanted a farm. He se- 
lected one that suited him, agreed upon the 
rice and had an abstract of title a, 

he title appeared to be unsatisfactory to 
Scott and the money for it was not paid. 
This farm necessitated some correspon- 
dence with New Orleans attorneye and 
there was nothing in the letters from the 
lawyers or from men whom he claimed to 
have large business interests with, to in- 
dicate that he had fiot spoken the truth. 
Leares upon a one-half interest of a sugar 
plantation in Havana Province, Cuba, were 
drawn up for Mr. Scott by loval attorneys 
here, and at hig request were sent away 
by the lawyers. This half interest in the 
sugar plantation was one of many enter- 
prises he appeared to be interested in. By 
the terms of the lease drawn up for Scott, 
he was to give a five years’ lease to Cu- 
ban parties upon his half of the sugar 
plantation and for & he was.to receive an 
annual sum of $2000. The leases were drawn 
up very carefully and specified that certain 
improvements in building and fencing were 
to be made. 


Other documents of a legal nature were 
drawn up by lawyers for Scott from time 
to time. For these he always paid cash 
and never grumbled at the prices charged. 
During last year he met Mrs. Gott, a most 
excellent woman, who was yet young and 
possessed a goodly sum of this world’s 
goods. He paid her devoted attention, and 
six months ago they were quietly married. 
From that day until the day he left her 
Mrs. Gott claims that he was attentive 
tender and affectionate, and that she hear 
nothing at any Ime to his detriment. He 
made no attempt to get hold of or control 
her oy! and with the exception of 
small sums that may have been given him 
a few times, he molested mone of her in- 
terests. 

Several weeks ago an employe of the 

Louisville & Nashville Railroad Co. saw 
Scott on the street here and stated that 
his name was not Scott, but that it was 
Jack Howard. This man stated that Scott 
or Howard had married a wealthy widow 
at Paris, Tenn., and after a few weeks of 
married life had fied. Letters were written 
there by some interested persons and no 
anewers came. This story must have been 
untrue or else the Paris people wanted 
no further airing of the matter. How- 
ever, the railroad man described Scott, or 
Howard, minatey. even to a stiff finger on 
his hand, which had not then been noticed, 
but was fouhd to be as described. 
In some of the letters written for him 
by lawyers on business the name “How- 
ard’’ was used and not the name of Scott. 
While this story was not heard until after 
the letter writing, Scott explained that it 
was to an intimate associate who knew 
him better by the first name of ‘‘Howard”’ 
than by that of Scott. 

Other stories affecting the stranger were 
whispered here from time to time, but 
Scott appeared to be so frank, open and 
free in his manner that people did not 
even repeat them. The wife is almost 
heartbroken, and vesterday her eyes filled 
with tears from time to time as she told 
what little she knew of the strange dis- 
appearance and about the happy days that 
seemed to be in store for her after her 
marriage. What makes it all the more de- 
plorable for Mrs, Scott is the fact that her 
relatives and close friends were bitterly 
opposed to her marrying without making 
a close investigation as to the character 
of the man she had chosen. These matters 
were mentioned to Scott, who seemed more 
than willing that this should be done, and 
offered to eid in this matter if it was de- 
sired. 

Whatever the rest of the story is nobody 
here knows, but the genial, social and high- 
living J. Howard Scott has not been seen 
or heard of since that bright April morn- 
in three weeks ako, when he kissed his 
wife a fond good-by, told her he would re- 
turn the next day, and has not yet arrived. 
Whether he was murdered, robbed, kid- 
napped or what not in the ungodly city of 
Louisville, or whether he became tired of 
married life is hard to be determined.

ALL MIRRORS SHATTERED. 


DOORS AND WINDOWS RIDDLED 
WITH BULLETS. 


One Man Wounded and Several Had 
Narrow Escapes—Revenge for 
the Ghooting Done by 
Heisler. 


A “thirat parlor” was riddied with bul- 
lets in the downtown district of St. Louis 
during a display of pistol pyr>*ecnics ihat 
would have done credit to an Arizona mii- 
ing camp. The incident: occurred about i0 
o'clock Wednesday sient and nobody was 
arrested until long after the wounded tad 
been treated at che City Dispensary and 
sent home in an amb'lan->, 

“‘Doc"" Sweeney's saloon at Eighth and 
Walnu; streets, where “Yanrtz’ Meily wa3 
mortally wounded, has nut gone out of bust- 
ness, but the place, as they say in the 
slum district which it adorns, is “on the 
bum.,”’ 


There is about enough of ‘he back har 
mirror remaining for a thirsty man to see 
the foam ooze down rhe side of a beer 
gee in the hand of nis image. The wuss 

oor cases on either side of the mirror are 
shattered and contain only remnants of 
the quart bottles thet once contained 
whisky; mahogany colorej «tains on the 
shelves show where the 'iquor flowed. 

The back bar woodwork is eplintered 
and the ice box mirror is perforated. A}! 
this was done by bulleis Wednesday nighi, 
and there ise a man about the place car- 
rying his arm in a iing and telling how 
his agin preveited the bul'et from lhude- 
ing in his cronk,’’ which means head— 
instead of in his “wing,’ which means 
arm. Doc Sweeney is there also, with his 
ear: Diy lime-light diamond. So !s Tom 
Donnel 1d bartender, vho took the piace of 
“Kid” Heisler, the latier being in jail for 
the killing of Kelly. 

In addition to the propictor, the barien- 
der and the man with the wounded arm 
there are a dozen o: more young men 
who do not look timid and whose xole oc- 
cupation seems to be to :ake drinks wiih 
Sweeny and closely acrutinize every pe.von 
who enters the place. ' 

Across the way at the ‘Horracks brothers 
saloon, there are a few bullet holes in the 
pane front and several square shouldered 
ndividuals In the wine room. 

The scene of devastation at Sweeney's and 
the indications of preparedness for an en- 
counter are results of a big battle Wednes- 
day night. The Nashville could scaréely have 
made more noise or bored more holes with 
her secondary battery than did the adher- 
ents of the houses of Sweeney and Hor- 
racks. Gweeney’s place was attacked and 
it was a most unhealthy place to be for 
about 260 minutes. Thus it is that Sweeney 
is ready to clear decks for action and mop 
up the floor with any body who shall lead 
another attack. 

The wy gnoeciey night bombardment was 
conducted, it is alleged, By the friends of 
Kelly. “‘Doc’’ Sweeney employed Tom 
Donnelly to serve drinks and then he went 
up town. Tom was ocupy ing the stool 
back of the bar on which “Kid Heisler 
sat about 12 hours previous when he ghot 
Kelly. Tom was wide-awake, anticipating 
trouble. Alderman Cronin had just depgrted 
from the place. Henry Ehrhardt, a barber, 
and George Jackson were leaning against 
the bar opposite and one on edther side of 
Donnelly. hey were discussing the morn- 
ing tragedy when gi! from behind the 
screens that hides the interior from the 
street when the doors are opened, there 
rushed a crowd of men that seemed like a 
regiment to Donnelly. The attacking party 
had revolvers drawn and at once opened 


re. 
Donnelly threw himself off the stooi to 
the floor behind the bar just as a bullet 
assed between Jackson and Ehrhardt and 
role a wh'‘eky~-Ddottle on a line with where 
his head would have been had he remained 
on the stool. Jackson and Ehrhart leaped 
toward the back of the saloon where the 
winerooms are, and where there is a door 
leading to Walnut street. It was not volley 
firing nor sharpehooting. Every one of the 
assaulting party pulled the trigger of his 
weapon as fast as he could. e mirror 
and glassware back of the bar were demol- 
ished in a minute. Donnelly tried to claw 
his way through the floor back of the bar 
counter, while the mirror fragments show- 
ered about him and whisky from broken 
bottles anointed him. 

Ehrhardt and Jackson succeeded in reach- 
ing the street without being struck, but 


two of the crowd pursued them and a bul-

LYNCHING THREATENED TETTA- 
TON AOCUSED OF MURDER. 


TO BE BROUGHT TO ST. LOUIS. 


Prisoner Is Quite Cool in Denial of the 
Murder of His Stepmother and 
Her Four Children.

CATRO, Iil., April 27.—Sheriff Bledsoe of 


Dunklin County, Mo., and City Marshal Al- 
len of Malden, reached here this morning 
having in charge J. H. Tettaton, who is 
under arrest suspected of having murdered 
his step-mother, Mrs. Jane Tettaton and 
her four children on Tuesday night. The 
ofGcers left Malden with their prisoner 
yesterday on a freight train as there was 
such a strong feeling against the man that 
it was feared a lynching would occur if the 
prisoner was not removed to a place of 
safety at once. 

The officers will leave here at 2:32 this 
evening over the Illinois Central for &t. 
Louis, where the prisoner will be placed in 
jail for safe keeping. In a long interview 
with Tettaton he frequently made ¢ontra- 
dictory statements. The officers say there 
is no room for doubt as to the guilt ot 
Tettaton. 

The prisoner apprently takes the matter 
quite coolly, and says he “desires nothing 
but justice.’” When asked how it was that 
he stated to the offiiers that he had gohe 
to the house of the murdered woman to 
pay her a sum of money when he had a re- 
ceipt for this money in his pocket dated 
over a month ago, he replied that on the 
date the receipt was given he had intended 

aying the money and had counted it out. 
Mrs. Tettaton wrote out the receipt and 
handed it to him, when some dispute arose 
about the interest and he kept the money 
and at the same time forgot to return the 
receipt.

Rev. Augustine Huettler, rector of Holy 
Ghost Parish, died in the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital at 12:3) o'clock Thursday morn- 
ink. Death was due to fever following a 
severe attack of inflammatory rheumatism. 

Father Huettier was caught in the rain 
three weeks ago while making pastoral cadis 
in his parish. At first there was a Blight 
cold, which the prieet thought he had per- 
manentiy cured, It returned about the 
time the minister was subjected to another 


drenching 

Rheumatiam followed this and became s0 
severe that the sufferer was removed to 
the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, When the 
rheumatic pains were gelieved, the fever 
appea , and the man’s constitution was 
not sufficiently strong to successfully com- 
bat the double affliction. It was known 
Wednesday that Dr. Huettler coukd not 
recover and the last rites of the Catholic 
faith were administered that evening. 

After these the patient sank rapidly, dying 
ebortily after midnight. 

The dead priest waa born Nov. 19, 1847, in 
Colmar, Germany. He prepared for the 
ministry in this country, and was ordained 
June 25, 1882, in St. Francis, Wis., by Arch- 
bishop Heiss, for the St. Louls Diocese. He 
Was made an assistant rector at Ste. Gene- 
vieve, Mo. 

His logic, oratory and simple Christianit 
won him first attention and then the love o 
his people. He was asked to accept the 
rectorship of the Bloomsdale Parish in Ste. 
Genevieve County. He remained there a 
few years, then took charge of the Wein- 
garten Parish in the same county. He was 
at this duty when appointed rector of the 
Holy Ghost Parish, in this city, June 13 
18%. Hie success in St. (Louls was marked 
from e first, and hie demise will be sain- 
ceraly mourned throughout the church of 
this city. . 

The news of Father Huettler’s death was 
ecqmmunicated to Mer. Muehlsiepen Thurs- 
day morning, and by him reported to Arch- 
bishop Kain. 

The funeral services will be held at the 
Holy Ghost Church, probably 6aturday. 
Interment will be in Galver? Cemetery.

COGHLAN C CASE CLOSED. 


Germany Has Been 1 Satisfied by the Ac- 
tion of the President. 
BPRLIN. April 27—It ts announced here 
to-day that President McKinley received the 
German Ambassador, Dr. Von Holleben, 
yesterday, expressed h's disapproval of the 
remarks attributed to Capt. Coghlan of the 
United States cruiser Raleigh at a recent 
dinner, and requested the Ambassador to 
assure Kmperor William and the German 

Government of his friendly sentiment. 

The following statements are made on 
authority: 

*Respectin Coghlan no correspon- 
dence has een exchanged hetween the 
I’nited States Embassy and the German 
Government, and the incident ‘s considered 
entirely closed so far as Germany is con- 
cerned.

Schoenfilder, commander of the Falke (de- 
talling the amicable relations existing be- 
tween the German officers in Samoa and 
those of the other powers) have been we'll 
received, though they will doubtless cause 
some annoyance to the sensational journals 
which have sought to stir warlike feelings 
here, by ne eee mag Admiral Kautz as a 
rough, overbearing boor. The genera) feel- 
ing is confidence in the newly appointed 
commission and the foreign office, as well 
as the American and British HPmbassies, 
express satisfaction at the fact that they 
can now have time to devote to other ques- 
tions. 

‘*Regardin the transferrence to Berlin 
of the negotiations for a reciprocity treaty, 
nothing has yet been received at the United 
States Embassy on the subject.’

HER HUSBAND FEARED HER 
MIND WAS UNBALANGED. 


SENT HER TO THE HOSPITAL. 


She Will Be Discharged From That In- 
stitution at Once—No Cause 
Found for Restraint. 


Mrs. Fredericka Decker, who is under ob- 
servation at the City Hospital, is not, ac- 
cording to Dr. Edward Lowe, mentally de- 


ranged. 
The woman was sent to the institution at 


the instance of her husband, Frank Decker, 
who is employed at the Meyers Bros.’ Drug 
Co., Fourth street and Clark avenue. He 
said his wife had been acting queerly for 


several days, although she was at no time 
violent. 

Dr. Lowe. who conducted the examina- 
tion of Mrs. Decker when she was received 
at the hospital, and has since observed 
her closely. said Thursday: 

“T do not believe Mrs. Decker its at all 
insane—in fact, she shows marked intelli- 
gence in conversation. I have questioned 
her at length on various subjects and find 
that her mind is healthy and vigorous. 

“However, it is possible she may have 
acted peculiarly at home, as is often the 
case with persons brooding over troubles.” 

Mrs. Decker is the mother of five chil- 
dren and she is much worried over their 
welfare. 

“Why I was placed here,” she said to a 
reporter. ‘“‘I don’t know. My husband came 
home the other evening, and saying he 
was going to the City Dispensary, asked 
me to accompany him. I thought the re- 
quest rather strange, but he onpiees that 
he desired treatment at the ispensary, 
as the doctors there were friends of his. 

“I finally agreed to go along and when 
we got there. instead of examining Mr. 
Decker, they examined me. Then they 
asked my name and address, which were 
written on a senall white slip and handed 
to a man in a blue uniform. He placed me 
in the ambulance and I was forthwith 
transferred to this gloomy cell. 

“T haven't slept much since, because the 
shrieks of crazy people disturb one’s rest 


here. 

“My oldest child ts 14 and the youngest 18 
months. They need me at home and to 
keep me from them Is cruel.” 

Mrs. Decker is 30 years old and prepos- 
sessing in appearance. 

During the morning Mrs. Decker’s mother 
called. She went inside the cell where her 
daughter was incarcefated. The scene was 
affecting. 

The mother asked permission of the hos- 
pital authorities to take her daughter 
away. 

“IT see no reason why it cannot »be 
granted,"’ said Dr. Lowe, “though it is cus- 
tomary to hold observation patients at 
least a week so that a thorough investiga- 
tion may be made.” . 7

He Declares That the Proceedings of 
the Attorney-General Have So 
Far Been ‘‘Farcical.”’

LITTLE ROCK, arky April. 27.—As fore- 
Shadowed in these @iepatches, Judge Jo- 
seph Martin of the Giréult Court gave At- 
torney-General Daws'a knock-out blow in 
a decision handed @own this morning re- 
garding the anti-trust law. The Attorney 
General’ construed the-law to cover rate- 


making by insurance companies in Arkan- 
Sa3 or elsewhere, thus excluding the old- 
line companies fromthe State. 

Ages Martin upholds the constitutional- 
ity of the act, but limites its force to of- 
fenses committed in the State of Arkan- 
sas. The extra-territorial construction 
given the statue by Attorney-General Davis 
the court pronounce@ “‘farcical’’ and in his 
decision he gives that official a few’ sharp 
raps for his illogical construction of the 
~ oat law relative to foreign corpora- 
ions. 

Judge Martin hokis that the State has 
a right to exclude foreign corporations and 
prohibit them from doing btsiness in the 
Stater but cannot punish corporations or 
individuals for violations of the penal code 
committed in other States. The opinion is 
very elaborate, containing about 4000 words. 
and numerous authorities and decisions are 
cited to demonstrate that the Attorney- 
General's construction was a new depar- 
ture and in direct opposition to the rulings 
of our courts, both State and Federal. for 
1 years. Under this decision rating is a 
conspiracy under:the laws of Arkansas 
but the extra-territorial feature is elimi- 
nated. 

The attorney-General immediately gave 
notice of appeal and the record will be per- 
fected to-morrow and submitted Monday 
next. The case will be given right-of-way 
on the docket and an early decision is an- 


icipated.

PIGARS MAY BE RETURNED 


Dealers Whose Goods Were Recently 
Confiscated to Be Allowed to Pay 
the Revenue Tax. 


Only a few thousand cigars were confis- 
cated by the yates revenue officers Thurs- 
dav in their continued efforts to unearth 
the revenue stamp fraud. Collector |Gren- 
ner says he thinks it not unlikely that the 
Government will return the cigare to the 
various dealers upon their payment of the 
revenue tax. : 

“It is hardly fair to dispose of the goods 
in any other way,"’ said Mr. Grenner, ‘‘be- 
cause the purchasers are innocent of any 
wrongdoing. Under a strict interpretation 
of the law the goods must be sold, and the 
eash received for them turned into Uncle 
Sam’s cash box. But justice must be tem- 
pered, otherwise several St. Louis dealers 
may go into bankruptcy. 

“We have learned that in several in- 
stances there were caution stamps we 
the boxes ee cigars of other than 
the Jacobs brand. here is no charge for 
a caution stamp, but under the law we are 
obliged to seize the goods where none is 
used.”
